This is evident in what happened to the middle income 
co-op housing projects in New York City Two thirds of the 
units have not been sold. In a city which retains rent eon- 
trcl* because politicians saj 
there’s a '‘housing shortage, 
2.000 apartments stand empt' 
But building goes on. and 4,000 more apartments of the 
same type will be read\ by nii<l-1 !'*’>.>. 
The housing is subsidized, so the prices are low. Mainten­ 
ance costs are low. too. Then why don’t the buyers show 
up, eager to move in? 
Officials say then' are a number of reasons. One is that 
locations were selected in slummy neighborhoods, and owners 
unaccountably prefer nol to mo\e into areas characterized 
by filth, decay and crime. 
Second, the people who come to view the apartments don t 
like the design. Our government officials, when they think 
of housing, think much like the Russian officials, and pro­ 
duce bleak, sterotyped buildings of an institutional charac­ 
ter without warmth for the human beings to be housed, 
Like Stalinallee in East Berlin. 
And the regulations drawn up 
how main kiddies one 
may have, no pets, etc. — don’t appeal much to free 
Americans the authorities seek as tenants. 
Americans became the best-housed people in the world 
long before government got inb> the housing business at 
all. It is unlikely that we would all have to go back to caves 
if government should get out of housing. 
It’s certain, however, that the bureaucratic mind in the 
housing field will go on making expensive mistakes so long 
an government continues to decide what kind of housing 
Americans ought to have.

WASHINGTON—On this the an­ 
niversary of writing a daily col­ 
umn seven davs a week for 29 
years, some personal philosophiz­ 
ing may be permitted regarding 
the temper of tire times, letters 
from 
readers, 
and the genet al 
problem of peace and war. 
I have been getting a lot of 
mail lately criticizing me for in­ 
terpreting 
t h e 
objectives 
of 
Khrushchev 
and 
for 
suggesting 
•hat a meeting between Kennedy 
and Khrushchev might help solve 
the problem of Berlin. Some peo­ 
ple have also called me name: 
for even having an interview with 
Khrushchev. 
The mail reminds me ot an­ 
other barrage of criticism 1 re­ 
ceived in February 1946 when I 
first revealed the 
Russian 
spy 
ring in Canada. At that time the 
letter writers called me a war­ 
monger and accused me of dis- 
rupting relations with one of our 
wartime allies. 
The 
mail 
was 
from 
sincere, 
honest Americans who hoped we 
could continue at peace with Bur­ 
ma. just as the current mail is 
from sincere, honest Americans 
who figure war is inevitable with 
Russia. 
The current critical mail is also 
reminiscent of that which I re­ 
cce, ed early in 1959 when 1 re- 
xirled that Fidel Castro, hailed 
by many Americans as the white 
hoix; of the Caribbean, was sur­ 
rounded by Communists. 
That was at a time when Gov. 
Munoz Marin of Puerto Rico, who 
is usually right about Caribbean 
matters, had come to Washington 
to urge sympathetic consideration 
for Castro; when the New York 
Times was hailing his victory* 
and when the American Society oi 
Newspaper 
Editors 
was 
in 
the 
process of inviting Castro to ad 
dress their annual meeting. 
“Nasser of the Caribbean” 
A lot 
of 
people 
also 
didn't 
agree with me when I reported 
from Haiti -March 2-1 • that Cas­ 
tro * has become an embryo Nas­ 


ser of the Caribbean, with an am­ 
bition to connect strategic islands 
with Central America into a sort 
of ‘United Carib Republic’.” Also 
they didn’t agree when I reported 
March 
23 
“While the 
United 
States has been worrying justifi­ 
ably about a showdown in Berlin, 
it has not been worrying about a 
movement which may eventually 
take over vital approaches to the 
Panama Canal." 
There were quit# a few critical 
letters over these columns, and 
they continued when I reported 
from San Juan (April 1) Castro s 
history in inciting the 1948 riots 
in Bogota 
against Secretary oi 
State 
George 
Marshall 
which 
killed 300 people. 
A 
lot 
of 
sincere 
Americans 
didn't like having the idol who 
they thought would bring peaceful 
reforms to Cuba exposed as a 
one time Communist murderer, 
and there was lots of mail. 
Then there was the little noticed 
but very significant incident when 
Castro 
seized 
the 
microphone 
away from ex-President Pepi Fig- 
ueres of Costa Rica when Fig- 
ueres was t e l l i n g the Cuban 
people that in any showdown be­ 
tween the United States and Rus­ 
sia they must side with the Unite I 
States. Castro, grabbing the mi­ 
crophone, 
announced 
that 
“if 
there 
was trouble between 
tne 
United States and Russia, Cuba 
would be neutral.” 
By that time, however, the crit 
icism hud begun to die down 
President Kennedy is flying this 
week end to visit President Ko­ 
rn ulo 
Betancourt 
of Venezuela, 
which recalls other crlticims when 
I reported that the Eisenhower 
administration had demanded of 
Gov. Munoz Marin that he re­ 
move Betancourt from the island 
of Puerto Rico because he was a 
Communist. 1 defended Betancourt 
as a man who wanted democracy, 
not communism, in Venezuela and 
who could be a friend of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
A lot of people wrote me that 


1 was wrong. Betancourt has now 
severed relations with Castro and 
has been working harmoniously 
with American oil companies. 
Kennedy and Khrushchev 
There have been times when 1 
have been wrong, and I could be 
wrong today in reporting that the 
situation has eased 
in 
Russia; 
and that Khrushchev is looking 
for ways of settling the Beilin 
crisis. 
Khrushchev 
has 
had 
political 
problems at home; just as Ken­ 
nedy 
has 
them 
here. 
He has 
solved part of them with his vote 
of confidence at the recent Com­ 
munist party conference, and he 
can negotiate better than he could 
thrpe months ago. 
Whether right or wrong about 
this, there is one thing that long 
years of watching 
and writing 
about the world convinces me of. 
and 
that 
is 
the 
certainty 
of 
change. The world does not re­ 
main static, neither do govern­ 
ments and people. 
The hard Lne of Stalin * day 
which I first reported in Febru­ 
ary 1946 at the time Igor Guzenko 
defected from the Russian lega­ 
tion in Canada with telltale ca­ 
bles, has changed. The doctrine 
of the inevitability*of-war between 
communism and capitalism which 
Molotov preached right up until 
the week before he was called 
back from Vienna in October, has 
also changed. 
How much they have changed 
no one knows for sure: but they 
have changed. 
Betancourt, who 
was once a Communist, changed 
Fidel Castro, who came into pow­ 
er as the hojx? of Cuba, changed. 
And the American people have to 
keep informed in order to keep 
abreast Of change. That’s why 
‘.his column will keep plugging 
along trying to dig behind the 
scenes to report the facts, and 
will hope someday to get some 
noncritical mail—-for a change.

and Fulbright Mo^t or all of these 
would compromise to the end 
to the end of us. 
And on the other hand, we have 
those s t u r d y Americans who know 
their history in terms of firsthand 
glimpses of the past. Perhaps, fore­ 
most among these stands Admiral 
Arlcigh Burke who hac ust retired 
after 
a 
record 
three 
terms 
as 
Chief of N aval Operations. Burke, 


in a speech to the National Press 
I Club, repeated in resounding terms 
the theme of his belief throughout: 
; that we must stand firm, refusing 
to negotiate on fundamental rights 
and refusing to let Moscow “ slice 
awav freedom a bite at a tim e.” 
Admiral Burke sums up aptly with 
this: 
“ The Soviets are well aware of 
our 
tremendous 
strength. 
They 
question onlv our willingness to use 
it. Our ability to convince them 
that we are determined to stand 
will depend on more than state­ 
ments of intent. . . 
“ The Communists have *,»robed 
the soul of the free world. . .They 
have watched our deeds and ignor­ 
ed our diction, and all too often 
they have found us wanting. . 


Asked during the question period 
whether 
he 
felt 
“ m ilitary 
men 
should inform their subordinates of 
the Communist menace,” Burke re­ 


plied: ‘‘Unequivocally, yes.” 
Going all out to give the green 
new civilian team a break, the Ad­ 
miral answered 
another question 
with “ I don’t think the military' 
sure muzzled.*' But Adm iral Burke 
himself suffered that indignity at 
least twice this year. 


This column has already discus­ 
sed 
the shortsightedness 
of 
us 
civilians in misnaming “ civil con­ 
trol of the m ilitary.” Probably the 
sorriest disservice recently to this 
nation in terms 
of 
its 
security 
was 
the 
initiallv-secret 
memo­ 
randum from Senator Fulbright to 
the President and the Secretary of 
Defense — prepared and transmit­ 
ted without consultation with the 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
of 
which Mr. Fulbright is Chairman. 
This almost at once resulted in 
issuance of Defense 
Department 
directives that not onlv gagged pa­ 
triotic officers who 
through 
life­ 


long devotion to their profession 
have become experts with advice 
sorely needd, but in banning films 
which have been viewed and in­ 
vestigated 
by 
this 
w riter, 
and 
found in a class that might pro­ 
perly be called essential, in the 
face of the present hazardous in­ 
roads of Communism in the U.S.A. 


It can hardly be* subject to argu­ 
ment that fellow Southern Demo­ 
cratic Senator Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina at once took sharp 
issue with the ill-advised Senator 
from Arkansas. The blistering ab­ 
sorbed by the Senate custodian of 
our fortunes — or misfortunes — 
abroad was reminiscent of the ob­ 
servation some months back of Re­ 
publican Senator Hugh 
Scott of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Scott, it 
was 
reported, was asked to comment on 
the statement that Senator F u l­ 
bright 
was 
“ An 
over-educated 
S.O .B .” 
To this 
the Pennsylvan­ 


ian’s 
rejoinder 
was: 
" I 
never 
heard that the Senator from A r­ 
kansas was over-educated.” 
We shall not here question the 
good intentions of Chairman F u l­ 
bright of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. They 
are 
un­ 
doubtedly of the best, but in this 
w riter’s 
observation, 
they 
have 
long since established a record of 
m iscarriage to the disadvantage of 
the nation. In any event, the re­ 
cord has been convincingly briefed 
for the benefit of the 
Am erican 
people by Senator Thurmond. 


Mr. Thurmond's impressive thor­ 
oughness, cogency make a 
case 
that should correct an abuse that 
had its beginnings 
in 
what 
has 
been the incessant reorganization 
of our Arm ed Forces by influences 
that havt. transformed what start­ 
ed under our first Defense Secre­ 
tary. Jam es Forrestal, to be sen­ 
sible unification into an unwieldy 


merger with an oligarchic rule, if 
not simple dictatorship. This even­ 
tuality Congress has resisted in the 
face of concerted 
attempts o\ er 
s e v e r a l'decades, since W ar Secre­ 
tary Elihu Root first transplanted 
the Prussian General Staff-Single 
Chief system to this country. 
We believe the jury of American 
readers would find 
Senator 
I ul- 
bright guilty of soggy mis judgment 
to say the least. In any case, the 
Thurmond case will be presented 


here next.

Recently T overheard a friend 
a = k a small girl what she wanted 
for Christmas. Her reply was volu­ 
minous and. doubtless, she’ll re­ 
ceive most of what was on her list.

Lee, and hi> fellow members of the 
For America m ovem ent seem to 
most Americans to inhabit a dream 
world. They think that most of the 
country’s troubles ,including the 
burdened 
econom y,

bloated 
Government bureaucracy and the 
harassed citizenry, would be cured 
by the simple method of repealing 
the income tax. 
Such a move would be greeted 
with cheers by 99 and 44 10u per 
cent of us—if it were practical. But 
the income tax produces, by Gover­ 
nor Lee's own figures. $35 billion, 
or almost half the budget, and to 
take it away in these days of world 
tension and m issile races would be 
disastrous, w as'e or no waste in 
Federal spending. 
Governor Lee m aintains tha* 50 
per rent of the cost of government 
'is extravagance. But the Hoover 
Commission report and the later 
Cordmer report at best estimate 
that a combined $10 billion could be 
pared from the Federal budget. 
And those were hard-headed esti­ 
mates. 
The trouble is that so far neither 
of these recommendations has real- 
ly been carried out. It would be far 
better if the For America people 
would put their energy behind the 
move for economy in government 
by insisting that the Hoover and 
Cordmer proposals be adopted. It 
will be time enough, after that, to 
talk about elim inating the income- 
tax burden.

Knight believ­ 
ed the message cam e from Nixon, 
who vigorously denied making such 
an offer. But it would appear an 
offer was m ade by someone and 
no one has yet convinced Gover­ 
nor Knight that the offer didn’t 
come from Nixon. 
Just who is the titular head of 
the Republican party today? Wil­ 
liam E. Miller, Republican nation­ 
al chairman, believes Mr. Nixon 
has "renounced his position of ti­ 
tular head."

Conference sources said Rusk 
told the opening session of a thrce- 
dav NATO meeting that the United 
States would not make a deal with 
the Soviet Union which questioned 
he right of ALlied troops to garri­ 
son West Berlin, damaged free 
access to the isolated city, or 
threatened its freedom and eco­ 
nomic health. 
Rusk gave a long review’ of the 
U.S. position on Berlin, which has 
found the American and French 
governments at odds.

If a private builder put up a couple of thousand new 
apartments and rented only a third of them, ifs pretty cer­ 
tain that he'd take a staggering loss, learn an expensive 
lesson, and not make the same mistake twice. 
When the same thing happens in public housing, the pub­ 
lic takes the staggering loss. the government agency learns 
nothing, and the mistake is repeated. 
This is evident in what happened to the middle income 
co-op housing projects in New York City. Two thirds of the 
units have not been sold. Tn a city which retains rent con­ 
trol- because politicians say there's a “housing sh o rtag e/’ 
2.000 apartments stand empty. 
But building goes on. and 4,000 more apartm ents of the 
same type will be ready by rn id-1963. 
The housing is subsidized, so the prices are low. Mainten­ 
ance costs are low. too. Then why don’t the buyers show 
up. eager to move in? 
Officials say there are a number of reasons. One is that 
locations were selected in slummy neighborhoods, and owners 
unaccountably prefer not to move into areas characterized 
by filth, decay and crime. 
Second, the people who come to view the apartments don’t 
like the design. Our government officials, when they think 
of housing, think much like the Russian officials, and pro­ 
duce bleak, sterotyped buildings of an institutional charac­ 
ter without warmth for the human beings to be housed. 
Like Stalinallee in East Berlin. 
And the regulations drawn up — how many kiddies one 
may have, no pets, etc. — don’t appeal much to free 
Americans the authorities seek as tenants. 
Americans became the best-housed people in the world 
long before government got into the housing business at 
all. It is unlikely that we would all have to go back to caves 
if government should get out of housing. 
It’s certain, however, that the bureaucratic* mind in the 
housing field will go on making expensive mistakes so long 
as government continues to decide what kind of housing 
Americans ought to have.

RHEUMATIC FEY ER FACTS 


Rheumatic heart disease is the result of damage to the 
heart valves or heart muscle. This damage follows rheu­ 
matic fever, which inflames these heart valves or muscle. 
When the inflammation subsides, it usually leaves a scar. 
But what causes rheumatic fever to develop in the first 
place? The cause is not fully understood, but around 90 
per cent of the cases are preceded by a “strep” infection of 
the throat, nose, or tonsils. And it is a harsh fact that 
rheumatic fever usually strikes at children between the ages 
of five and 15. Penicillin, used promptly under a physician’s 
orders whenever a strep throat or toasilitis strikes, can us­ 
ually prevent the first attack of rheumatic fever. 
But it is also important that children who have once had 
rheumatic fever be protected against future attacks. This 
is because repeated attacks of rheumatic fever increase the 
chancels of damage and distortion of the heart valves and 
muscle — and this may result in the development of rheu­ 
matic heart disease. 
In order to prevent rheumatic heart disease from disabling 
you oc your children, it is best to check with your physician 
and find out what precautions should he taken. As the 
adage points out: “An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.”

placements, harness, gadgets for 
the horses, kitchen utensils, soap, 
even a wedding dress. 
My father, who was a business 
man in the town, did not indulge 
ie the routine orgy of ordering 
from the catalogue because he be­ 
lieved the local merchants should 
be patronized, but I had some 
•xictry uncles who had no such 
scruples. The assembling of die 
monthly “order" was a rite rn 
which the entire family participat­ 
ed. And when the shipment was

one to lift even one page from the 
I catalogue on which she w as rest- 
1 ing Memories of torrid summer 
days and frigidly cold winters! 
Tile popularity of mail order ca­ 
talogues is not confined to insular 
United States. I am told that ’he 
superintendent of an American {sc- 
• tory in Puerto Jtico wa- suddenly 
faced with an absentee crisis. The 
women employe* simply did not 
report for work. Inquiry disclos­ 
ed they were not dissatisfied with 
wages or work conditions.

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Banks Authorized to Raise 
interest Rates on Savings 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Recently ta® 
Federal Reserve Board authorized 
commercial banks to raise some 
interest rates on savings up to 4 
per cent beginning Jan. I The 
following article shows what has 
happened since this ruling and 
how it may affect the millions of 
depositors around the nation.

Commercial banks are corpora­ 
tions owned by stockholders and 
can be distinguished by the c a c k ­ 
ing services they offer. They pay 
interest to savings account hold­ 
ers.

and loan associations 
are mutual cooperative shaio ac­ 
count institutions which pay in­ 
to re-1-dividends to account hold­ 
ers.

Better Missouri Roads 
Are the Big Issue 
The point to keep in mind about 
the 2-cent gasoline tax to be voted 
on next March is that the tax (now 
in force) will build more and bet­ 
ter roads in Missouri which des­ 
perately needs them. That is the 
real issue before the public. 
Along with the tax itself, the vo­ 
ters will consider a constitutional 
amendment 
for division of 
the 
money among state, county and 
city road - building programs, lf 
tile amendment fails, the tax will 
revert from the temporary 5 cents 
to 3 cents — an amount totally 
inadequate in this area of Inter­ 
state highways and city traffic- 
ways. In Kansas City defeat would 
mean no tax reduction. The city 
would then continue the 2-cent city 
tax in exchange for a 2-cent re­ 
duction in the state tax. 
The amendment and tax propos­ 


al are receiving wide support from 
persons representing a wide range 
of views. They had argued about 
the gasoline tax for years. Usual­ 
ly the disputes concerned the man­ 
ner of an 
increase and the ques­ 
tion of whether state road money 
should be spent at other levels of 
government. Few denied the need 
for more money. 
But, in recent years, legislative 
measures for a straight state tax 
hike 
have gone 
absolutely no­ 
where. If the amendment is ap­ 
proved. the total state tax will be 
divided this way: 80 per cent will 
go to the 
state program: I per 
cent to the cities (which will give 
up their local gasoline taxes) and 3 
per cent to the counties. The for­ 
mula will apply to any future in­ 
creases. Thus the proposal is the 
result of compromise and recogni­ 
tion of political and economic facts.
